the Jigging up uf metals out of inex- 
hauuible ludei. Such air the farilitirs 
afforded by our mild climate and bmiuil- 
leu ranges of natural put ore for the pro- 
pagation uf ihee p, that if all the flocks in 
the colony wert decimated every year for 
(he extraction of tallow, the vacancy 
W'Hil'i I* more than filled up again 
within • few months. The truth 
of thu assertion will bt admitted 
ben we etate, that on the tat of | 
January, IS4S, the number of ih«p in 
lie colony wm 8,600,000 j and on the 
1st January in the year folluwing, 
6,000,000; being an increase in twelve 
montha of more than twenty per cent. 

There is, hotvever, connected with this 
wholesale teething, one very painful tnb- 
ject of reflection— the grievous matte of 
whoteaome butcher i meal, which is at pre- 
sent i nioparable from it, When we thi nk 
what a bleating Ih it good beef and mut- 
ton would be to the thousands upon ihoo- 
sauds or our fetMr-sutijecli at home who 
are pining with hunger, one cannot lint 
regard such waste with heartfelt sorrow.* 
Let us hope that some means si ill yet 
be devised, whereby the mutton as well 
at the tallow may be etpotled with 
profit. 

Cur political affairs are in a state of 
quiescence. The departure of Sir tiaoaut 
Giffs, the great champion of despotic 
land-regulation, hat allayed the irritation 
ut the squatters and others^ whilst the 
arrival of Sir Ch*>lim Fur, Roy has 
awakened Impel of a milder aod more 
equitable administration. 

The colonists are awaiting with much 
anxiety the result of the deliberations ol 
HnMAjestv i I'rivy Council on the de- 
tails of the new I*and Act. On that re- 
mit, indeed, will depend, in a great mea- 
sure, the futt'of thecukmy. We will nut 
dwell upon the evil, which a wrong 
decision might bring in its train ; 
but would rathrr hope that Mi- 
nisters inny be led tu adopt such rryii - 
lations aa shall at the same time op bold 
the just interests, of I he tin pi re, and afford 
every reasonable encouragement 1" "Io- 
nia! enterprise, Hhould such be the issue 
we shall want but out thing more to 
complete our prosperity— a continuous 
supply of immigrants. In this vital part of 
the colonial system. He*. Ms jivty'i (io- 
vernment have extended a liberal hand to 
Canada, and also, *o recently as October 
last, to Hr ilish Uuiana i what reason can 
be asiigned why they should nut du some- 
thing fur "New Sooth Wale. ?

THE STATE OF THE COLONY. 
Tim departure of the March packet sog- 

r. the eapediency of *mr reporting., for 
informatinnof uurfriends irk England, 
th* piesent state and immediate prospect* 
of " the land we live in." 

The physical condition of the colony, 
toronghuDl itt lengths and breadths, was 
nxvrr more flourishing than it ia now. and 
has been lince the commencement of 
aumnier. Indeed, Ihe oldest in- 
habitanli with whom we have conversed 
rc of opinion that, ■* a whole, 
this has Iweu by fnr the moil luxuriant 
season within their memury. The rains 
have been ao frequent, so regtiiar, to co 
pious, and yel to iteady and searching, 
that the earth has been thoroughly m- 
lutatcd, and out craakft, gulliea, and 
'■■alet-hoktt" well rephrnuhtd. This 
abundaol iiioiiture, combined with the 
half tropical vmrtnth of oar solstice, has 
co vend the land with beamy, and tilled it 
with plenty. The whale country imiles 
in senlmat happlim*. Gardens, and or 
shard-., and vineyard*, and corn-tielda, 
and meadows, and utile -rum, and sheep- 
walks, and our " wilds immeasurably 
•pmad," are green, freiah, and exuberant. 
The natural coatequeace uf rich paaturage 
is, of course, that live stock becomes well 
fattened. To nte an emphatic colloquial- 
ism. one Hocks and herd, are « literally 
rolling in fat." 

Anothr r couarq oeoce of thew titTs- 
ordinary tain* is eot *u favourable. They 
have KJUi.wlLat retarded the operation of 
■hearing, and have *o rhunaged our pre- 
viously wretchcrl mad* aa to have delayed, 
much beyond llw usual period, the anival 
of the wool in Sydney. Thii delay, 
ngiM.haa prevented that brisk circula- 
tron uf money, and that activity in the 
trade of our roerrhants am! shopkeeper!, 
which at this lime uf the year are gtnc 
rally cakulaled ii|wn with certainty. If, 
however, our commercial transactions 
hare hern let! animated, thry havr nut 
be. .i b-M wfe B.iiiiies.it tat s 1 J conducted 
with the prudence aod moderation taught 
hf ihr ilisailns uf fotater yrari.
